ſpeake thus much, 
There was acertaine young Romane,who/e 
youth ſo direfted bis labours, with induftriou 
care to attaine to knowledge by the reading and 
ſtudy of good tetters,as that the Senat of Rome 
amongit theſelues determiied to make that yong 
mana twage:therby with honored reputattz tore- 
copence the trau?ls of his youth,ts to giue encous 
rapemet vnto other Romane Citizens bytheir 
good endeuors to attaravuro like eltate © credit 
mthe gouernment of Romes Publique Weale, 
It happened that [hqrtly after the determina- 
110 by the Conluls &5 Senat a7reed vpi, the yoo 
man vponwhi the placeof a Indpe ſhold be cifer- 
red, commyg vnto the knowledge therof, fell pre- 
ſetly into a deepe cofideratio with himſelfe about 
the force &5 Office of that worthy place wherunto 
e 
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he ſhould be called. And firſt cofidered that in his 


owne opinio,he was moſt vnfit : ſufficitely to ex- 
ecute the ſubHtantiall and ſomtimes dangerous 
(though moſt comended duttes )properly beloging 
to ſo great.a dignity, For this youg Roman ha- 
ump many Friends , Kinsfolkes,ts Allies, ſome 
of the of ſuch Rancke es Place, m the authority 
of gouernmet,as that their loue or hate could not 
aptly draw vnto it ſelfe a light or triual reſpett 
(amongſt whi')this yoiug man thoght that coming 
tobealudge; time might vnhappely produce ſoe 
ſuch eccation wherim Ti, ſentece, mthe place of . 
Iudgemer,might giue ditaſte,procure entmes, 
looſe Frieds es game ſufpett of hatefull partia- 
litie.From which corrupt &5 moſt 1mpoy/oned e- 
will, thoghthis youg Roman did never ſomuch 
deſire,to ſtand cleared , yet Iudging among? 
Friends, Kinsfolkshe ſhould aſſuredly(as be 
thought)by ſome detrattors,be therof ſuſpetied. 
The Romaine Cittizen hauimg thus vnts 
himſelfe preſented diners Obſtricles and Ob- 
fjeftions, which could not m his owne ſence re- 
cetue ſufficient contradiftion, be reſolued by no 
meanes to take vpo him the Place e9-perſon of a 
Judge : but did v/c all bis Friendes and greateſt 
power of meanees to perſwade the Senate, to 
alter their determination concerning b1m and to 


By. beſtow 
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beſtow ſo great an Office on ſome other , that 
might more worthily deſerue the ſame. 

Whileſt tha young man continued in a diſcon- 
tented paſſion, with purpoſe to deſire ſome good 
aduice, be goeth vnto a faitbfull friend of his, 
whom he acquainted with what the Senate pur- 
poſed,and how loath he was to vudertake ſo bigh 
an Office as to be a Iudge. His friend upon hea- 
ring the cauſe,preſently concluded, that hee had 
great reaſon toſhun the execution of ſuch an Of- 
fice,mn the diſcharge whereof, ſo much danger re- 
fted. For(/ardhe).Caue ne ſis Iudex inter A- 
micos bccauſeinter Amicos Inditare, Amagft 
friends toiudre,tsathingnothing more dagerous.

him any ſuch,as he accounted dangerous adignt- 


t1e) yet whe he vnderſfiood,that the Senat would 


not be altered in their purpoſe, but that by them 


the place was decreed onto himhe thendetermi- 
ned. 
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ned with himſel/e,to trie the counſel! of ſome 0- 
ther friend, whoſe Judgement and Experience 
might beare ſome generall note, in direfting the 
high affaires to the State belonging.eAnd imthis 
purpoſe he went vnto a certain Nobleman,whoſe 
prudent wiſdome had oft bin'vſed in buſineſſe of 
moſt waighty conſequence: vnto whom,whenhe 
had laid open bis mindyſhewed his griefe,and ſig- 
mfied che Senats pleaſvre.The noble Gentleman 
with pleaſant, yet graue alacritie of Fpurit(ſea- 
{oned with the ſoundneſſe of a learned and con- 
derſtanding wiſedome.) did moſt powerfully ad- 
uſe, that this young man ſhould cheerefully ac- 
cept ſo worthy an Office, being [o freely beſtowed 
vpon him,2And that he ſhould by no means ſeeme 
toneglett the gracious clemencie of ſupreme au- 
thorttie : Nor in any ſort account it dangerois 
among friends to inage: for in the Office and 
execupion of Indgement,he that is a Indge(De- 
ſinet eſſe Amicus)ceaſethtobe a friend: for 1 
the manner of tudgement, 20 acquaintance, no 
griefes,no friends,no remembrance of fore-paſſed 
preſent,or hope of future friendſhip muſt direft 
the thoughts of bim that « a [udge.eAll that on 
inigements ſeat is dont, muſt be,becauſe Iaſtice 


commaunds the doing thereof,and that with no 
A other: 
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other afſeftion, but onely becauſe it is juft, And 
therefore ſaid this Noble Gentleman unto his 
friend, arme thy ffe,in the conftancie of a con- 
ſcionable vprightnes, and be noe longer loath to 
execute the Honorable Office of a Iudge, but in 
thy loue to Romes Common-wealth, ded:- 
cate thy laboures to her publique benifit. 

By the graue and ſage aduice of that Hono. 
red Lord, this young man was per ſwaded contra- 
rte t0 his former purpoſe,with humble thankful. 
res to accept that Office which the Senate with- 
out any meanes of bis, was pleaſed ſreelie to be- 
Howe vpon him+,gnd yer generallie made ſhewe 
as if be ment the contrarie. and ſodaamtie pre-

Throne : whoſe Princely Scepter is his proper 
owne, by a moſt royall and hneall diſceat . It is his 
b - Com- 
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Commiſsion, by whoſe powerfull authoritic we are 
now and at all times commaunded to doc him fer. 
uice : forthe awfull ſway of his Soucraigne goucrn. 
ment doth, ought, and muſt inioyne all his ſubicRs 
to a duc ſubiction and obedience 3 for he is ouer vs 
the Lords annointed, and in theſe his Realmes and 
Dominions, in all Cauſes,& ouer all Perſons, as well 
Eccleſiaſticall as Ciuile, next vnder Chriſt Icfus our 
ſupreame Gouecrnour. Vnto his Highneſſe then ler 
our lives ſubmiſsion bend ; let our faiths loyaltie de- 
dicate it ſelfe vnto his vertues praiſe: and for the long 
continuance of his Maicſtiecs moſt happic, power- 
full, and viRorious Rule , let all good. ſlubicas 
Pray 

Now that I hauc ſpoken from whom our Com- 
milsi1on commeth, the next word which doth direct 
my worke is, Qutbxs,To whom it is dire&ed,that is, 
To vs his Maicſtics /«/tices of Alsiſe, ro whome by 
vertue of the Kings Commilsion is giucen ſuch pow- 
cr, 2s that in the adminiſtration of Tuſtice wee doc 
repreſeneche perſon of our King : So as it in the time 
of the Afiſes one ſhall ſtrike another in the preſence 
of the Iudzc,be it no more then a blow on the care, 
the Law prouideth, That the offendot ſhall looſ: his 
hand , wherewith b&e gaue the ſtroake , becauſe 
the offence -was done as in the preſence of the 
Prince : For the Law hath ſo much carets protect 
the perſon of a Indge : As that if a /uſtzce of Alife 
ſhall happen by any im his Circuit to be ſlaine , the 
Law adiudyeth it to bee Leſe Crimen Maieſtatis, 
An offence done againſt the Maicltic of the King, 


and 
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and is puniſhable, as in cauſe of Treaſon. 
To ſhew the worthineſle of our Place and Ot- 
fice, you ſhall vaderſtand, That the Kizgs Maicſtic 
at his Coronation is (worne to doe Iuſtice vnto all 
his SubieAs,which in his owne Perſon it is impolsi- . 
ble to performe. And therfore his Highneſle 1s con-, 
ſtrayned by his 24:niſters, Deputies, Tuſtices, and 
Iudges , to adminiſter Tuſtice vnto all his people. 
Men therefore (in ſuch place employed) ought with 
wonderous care, and conſcionable diligence to dif- 
charge the truſt in them repoſed: for vitothem,and 
inothcir hands, is (as it were) deliuered the Knges 
owne Oath ; becauſe, what he is (\worne vato, mult 
be by them in his behalfe performed. See then the 
dignitic of Iuſtices and Iudges of Afsiſes, AHfgna- 
uimas vos Tuſtictaries noſtros,\N e have alsigned you 
our Juſtices, that you may adminiſter Tuſtice ynto 
our Subics. T hus by the Kings Commailsion the 
Kings owne Oath is put into our hands : and at 
this inſtant (inthe place and perſon of a Tudge) my 
Soueraignes Oath into my hand is put: I (though 
his vaworthie SubieR) am by his gracious clemen. 
cice Authorized (as in his owne Perſon) according 
to his owne Oath, to adminiſter Tuſtice vnto you 
his SnbicAts : V hich dutie (by Gods afvsiſtance) as 


 Thauc vowed, I will faithfully performe: Forit any 


(with a Kings Oath truſted) ſhall bee ſo vilde, as 
to fallifie their truſt, ſuch offence is more then Ca- 
pitall. 

The Place of a Indge then, the greater that it is, 
ſo muchthe more ſhouldtheir care bee, to diſcharge 
C 1 the 
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the ſame,ypon whom ſo weighty an Office and Ho- 
norable Auchoritie is beſtowed. 

From whom our Commiſſion commeth, and to 
whom it is direted, hath bin briefely ſpecified: I will 
now proceed, and ſhew out of this word Quid, what 
isin the Commiſdon contained. Brictely therefore, it is 
that bounded limit, 1 which folcly doth conſfiit the 
ſtrength of our authoritic 3 beyond which compaſlſc 
we are commaunded not to paſſe : For it appointeth 
vato vs the Juſtices of Altiles, what it is-that wee 
muſt execute, as well in cauſes. berwixt partic and 
partic, as alſo the K7ng and partic depending, So as 
wee are not onely to heare, judge, and determine, 
ſuch Cauſes of Conrouerlic , as ſhall by Wrir 
of I i/; prize beetryed, but alſo to examine, acquit, 
or condemne all ſuch Priſoners, as ſhall forany of- 
fence againlt his Mieltic bee brought before vs,to 
recciuc their Tryall. So that by vertue of our Com- 
miſionwee haue authoritic, as inthe perſon of our 
Soucraigne,to judge incaules,that doe concerne the 
life and death of the Subic&. 

That our Commiſion then is very Large, 
Ample , and Abſolute , contayning in it ſeltc a 
powerfull Authoritic, may by your ſelues bee jud- 
ged. And to the end, that Tuſtice may. by vs-re- 
ceyue the more full (ound and perfect Execution, 
Our Commiſsion-,, when ic hath largely deſcri- 
bed vato vs what wee may doe therein , it then 
moſt (weetely doth Appoiat, Limic , and Com- 
maund. 


VWhat manner of dooing wee mult we inthole * 


thinges 
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thinges appointed to bee done, fo that ir dooth not 
onely giue vnto vs authoritic, what to execute, but 
dooth alſo lay downe ynto vs the manner how our 
Authoritie muſt bee executed, and to the vnder- 
ſtanding hercof,my next word Q#omeas doth direCt 
it ſelte. 

Weethen , the /uitites of Afsiſes and Gaole- 
Deliuerie , are by his Maieſtic appointed to ad- 
miniſter Iuſtice voto his SubicAs ; but Quomeap, 
how, not accotding to our owne VV ll, Conceit, 
or Opinion , but Secandum Legem  Conſuctu- 
dinem.Manerie CAnzlicane , According to the 
Lawe , Cultome , and Manner of England: 
V hich Lawe, Cuſtome, and Manner muſt bce 
exccxcd: with Knowledge, Iudgement, Vader- 
ſtanding, and Equitic. For wee-muſt know our 
ſelues, and Place wherein wee are: Wee mult 
Knowe and Vanderſtand cach cauſe before vs 
brought , and according to our Knowledge and 
Vadcrltanding , wee. muſt vprightly Iudge, accor- 
ding to Equitic, without (in the leaſt ſort) bee- 
iog drawne,, by reſpeting eyther Perſon or Pro- 
fate, to beare a Partiall Hand in the Execution of 
Judgement, 

Partialitic in a Tudge, is a Turpitnde , which 
doth ſoyle and ſtayne. all the Aftions done by- 
him . A Tudge that will bee. Partiall ,, will re- 
ccine a Bribe , and ſuch an one cannot by any 
meanes bee juſt , in his manner of Tudging. 
Brybes , and Partiall dealyng dooth defile the: 
Puritie of Iuſtice-,. with- great ſuſpeted Euill : 

For 
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For a /udee, if but in ſome things he be knowne to 
take a Bribe,ot be approoucd Partiall,he leaucth no 
one Attiondone by him, free fromthe like ſuſpe&t. : 
A Tudze that for a Bribe will ſpeake, and but once 
execute a Tuſtice purchaſed, all his words & ACtions 
for cuer after may juſtly bee ſuſpected, though neuer 
{o vprightly done or ſpoken. 

A 1udge mult vprightly, with an cquall and in- 
different care and minde fully heare and vnderſtand 
each cauſe before hee judgeth 3 otherwiſe, it is not 
polsiblethat juſtice ſhould bee juſtly executed : And 
ro judge in a point of difference,hearing but one par- 
tic ſpcake, is afluredly to be vnjult ; for this ſentence 
is direQly true : Qaz Iudicat cauſam parte inaudits 
altera, Fquii licet, Statuat, Iudex iniquus eſt : W ho 
judgeth a cauſe for the one partic, not hearing the 0- 
ther,though what he doth, may ſtand to be vpright, 
yet is the Tudye vnjult. 

Our auncicnt Fathers did in their Pitures and 
Emblemes oftentimes encloſe a very great and ſub- 
Rantiall wiſedome : Tuſtice (as you know) vſecth cuer 
to bee painted with a Sword inthe one hand,and a 
paire of Scales or Ballance in the other ; thereby fig- 
nifying, That Juſtice neuer ſtrikes her Stroke, till 
firſt the cauſe be weighed in the Ballance ; her Blow 
comes not, vntil the weight of the Caulc to betried, 
hath by an vpright hand equally received ſutticient 
triall : for then ſhe knoweth rightly how to ſtrike her 
ſtroke,and not before: when the glory of her dignity 
ſhall receiue perteQious Honor,as wel by proteRing 
the Good,as in puniſhing the Bag, 

yo Me 
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Mee thiokes, that oftentimes when Iryde by the 
way , I ſee the Effets of Inſtice rightlic reſembled, 
when I behold aRiver with a filuer currant, bounded 
it her equall courſe, with what juſt proportion ſhee 
doth diſperſe her ſtreames, without bewraying any 
little rage of intemperate violence . But if the paſ- 
ſage of that ſtreame bee ſtopt; then how like ara- 
ging Sea, ſhee oner-flowes her banckes : and that 
then by an ynreſiſted force, the Meadowes, humble 
Vallies, weake and low growne Shrubs are drow- 
ned vp ; enduring a recure-leſſe wracke , whileſt 
Hilles 8& Mountaines ſtand ſafe from feare of harme. 
Euen fo i fareth with vs: The equall courſe ot Iuſtice 
being ſtayed,the poore & meaner ſott of people they 
are overwhelmed with wrongs oppreſsion, whileſt 
great and wealthy men, like Hilles and Mounrtaines, 
buyld their Stations ſure, being freed from any cau'c 
of oricfe : Tuſtice with. held, only the poorer ſort are 
thoſe that ſmart for it. 
* Juſtice vmto all eſtates doth meaſure an cuen pro- 
portion to rich and poore, her met-wand keepes an 
cquall length, being ſealed with the teſtimonie of an 
vpright conſcience. To Kings, Rulers, Iudges, and 
Magiſtrates,this ſentence is proper: Yos Dy eftis; you 
are Gods on carth: when by your execution of Tv- 
ſtice and Iudgement, the God of heaucn is by your 
aQtios repreſented: but if by vs,that fo are called Gods, 
Tuſtice and Iudgement be perverted; it will be heauy 
for our ſoules, when we ſhall dye like cn. 

Briefly, the office of a Iudge, is patiently to keare 
each party ſpeake ſobcrly z to anfvere or objet,di- 
rectly ; 
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rely ; to (ee (as neere as may bee polsible) cach 
truth ſubſtavrially prooucd : And then to Iudge 
with an vpright hearc according to Tuſtice and Equi- 
tic : Neucrinany one thing preferring Concluſion, 
before a conſcionable, wile, and judiciall Conſidera- 
tion. In which vprightneſſegthe execution of Tuſtice 
vied by the Right Honoutable ( my moſt worthic 
Predeceſſor) in this place ſhall be av Example,which 
I will defire to follow. 

Of all the Morall vertues, Iuſtice (Queene bike ) 
is enthroned : for vnto her onely is a Throne al- 
cribed, becauſe her Execution doth necreſt repre- 
ſent Heauens eternall Deitic . Iuſtice and Mercic 
are inſeparable Vertues ; Mercic and Iudgement, as 
it was Rightcous King Dauzds, and latcly our good 
Quecenes, heaucnly Elzzaberh : lo it is nowe vertu- 
ous King James his Song, in whole princely breaſt 
Mercie and Iudgement are moſt gloriouſly vni- 
ted. And to the end, that I his SubieQ, and in his 
place his Subſtirute, and you his Subics may exc- 
cute Tuſtice as wee ought , I will nowe out of my 
laſt word, de Quibs, declare vito you, of whom, 
and of what Cauſes wee are to enquire , that Ju- 
ſtice and Iudgement may thereby recciue a mote 
cleare and powerfull Execution. 

Thole then of whome wee are1a the firſt place 
ro enquire, are ſuch, by whome our Kixg is moſt 
diſobeyed, his State diſturbed, and Kingdomes 
threatened : W hereof (if you conſider) it will be 
cuident, That all thoſe growing and deſperate at- 
tempting ecuils, by which, wee are moſt prowdly 
mc- 
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menaced and Afliated, doe principally proceed 
from three ſorts of Recuſants living amongſt vs. 
Of all which, the Pop/ſh Recuſant is the moſt 
dangerous with our Engliſh Romaniſts will T 
therefore at the firſt begin,and in the diſcription 
of their Attions and pradtiſes, I doe dcfire that 
my wordes may bee emertained with your beſt 
Attention. 

Our W orldes Admircd Queene Renowned 
Elizabeth, did ( as you know) in the beginning 
of her Raigne, change the State of Religion in 
this Kingdome in her firſt Parlament, by the 
conſent of her Lordes Spirituall and Temporall, 
being eſpecially by the Lord of Heauen dire- 
Qed , Error, Popiſh blindneſſe , and Faithleſle 
Conſtitutions grounded vpon Humaine Traatte. 
ons were extint. And Religions Puritic accor- 
ding to'the Law of Faith, was Reeſtabliſhed, 
being built vpon the vuremoued foundation, 
of the alone Autenticke word Camonicall. The 
bookes of the old and newe Teſtament, from 
the rructh whereof, ſhee did alwayes dire the 
courſe of her ſo happie and Tryumphant Go- 
uernment, 

' Notwithſtanding, the Change of Religon, 
it cannot bee denyed, That for the firſt renne 
yeeres,of her Maicſtics Raigne, the eſtate of Ro- 
maine Catholique in England was Tollerable, 
though ſome were Committed in the begin« 
ning of her Coming to the Crowne, yet none 
but thoſe whoſe precedent Actions, had cauſed 
D clic 
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the faith of their Allegience to remaine doubt- 
full, and ſo was the manner of their commit- 
ment mixed with ſuch grations Clemencie. As 
that they rather endured a fauourable reſtraint, 
then any Rraight or rigorous impriſonmenr, But 
alwellthol: fo reſtrayned, as generally all the Pa- 
piſts in this Kingdome, not any of them did re- 
tale to come to our Church, and yeeld their for- 
mall Oocedicnce to the Lawes Eſtabliſhed. And 
thus they all Conriaued, not any one refuling to 
Come tro our Churches, during the firlt tenne 
yeeres of her Maicſties gouerament. Andin the 
beginning of the elcucath yeere of her Raigne, 
Cornewallyes , Bedding 2field and Siyarae were "the 
frſt Reculants They abſolutely refuſing to come 
ro our Churches. And varillthey in that ſort be- 
gan the name ol Recuſant, was neuct heard of as 
moneſt VS. 

Inthe beginning of theelevemb yeere, when 
three Recuſapts were onely inthis Kingdome to 
bee found. In the ſame yeere, Pope Imprus, though 
abuſiuely ſurnamed Pius Quintas, his Helliſhnes 
was intormed by ſome of our Exeltſh Jeſuits,that 
ſuch was the number of Romazne Catholrques here 
in England, as that it his Horriblenetle would de- 
nounce an Excommunication againſt the Queexe 
there was inthis Realmeand Kingdome, a power 
Cathelical which would preſently vpon an inſtanc 
be in redineſle, to enter into open holtilitie with 
force ſufficient ro depole,, and viterly to ſupplant 
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her Highnes:and to reeſtabliſh the Romarne faith, 
Pope /mpins ofthat name the firſte, ypon the 

Information ſpecified the better to ſeuer his hope 

in his good meaning to this Kingdome, preſently 

plotteth with the King of Speine tor aluddaine In- 

vaſion vpon the prelent Excommunication of 
the Queene. And to this end one Robert Rodwl- 
phy agentleman of Florence, was (ent by the Pope, 
vndcr colour of Marchandize,to follicit a Rebcl- 
lion amongſt vs. And gaue order vnto him for 

thereceiuing of one hnndred and fiftic thouſand 

Crownes, to ſet forward this Attempt. And Phzl- 
{;p King of Sparne, by the inſtance of the Pope, had 

determined to ſend the Duke of«_Ailna into Eng- 
land,with all his forces inthe Low Countrics To 

Aſfilt ſome great men among(t vs, who were by 

the Pope Sollicired, to bethe principall Agents in 

a molt Rebellious cnterpriſe, vato whome ſome 

of the one hundred,avd fiftic Thouſand Crowns 

was deliuered,and ſome other part ſent into Scot- 

landtor the like cfteA. 

Thus as you hauc heard cuen at the ſame time, 
when her Maieſty the late Queexe,delt moſt mcr- 
cifully with the th 6r- did the Pope with them 
conſpire to worke her Ruyne,& chis Kingdomes 
OQuerthrowe , ſecretly complaning how on ſo- 
daine they might bring vpon vs DiſtruQtions, 
Spoyle, and generall Defolatron, when our then 
Soueraiene that Queene of Yertue, knowing 
Shee had. diſerued no ſuch cuill , did not inthe 
lealt ſort ſuſpe(t any ſuch danger.

The Pope having as he thought ſurely Eſtab. 
liſhed the foundation of his hopes; Hee then De. 
nounced the Excomunication againſt the Qzeene 
which was not vnto her ſelke made knowne, vnrill 
the intended Rebellion inthe X orth brake forth, 
a little before Chriſtmas, inthe yeere 1569, being 
the tweltth yeere of her Highneſle Raigne. And 
thenit was knowne, that the Pope had Excom- 
municated her £Mareſtie. And thereby freed her 
SubicRs as the Bull imported, from their Subic- 
100 and Obedicnce. But God was pleaſed thar 
the Popes Bull was fo Bayted, asthat the Rebelli- 
on by it procured, was ſodainly ſupprelied; For 
the Pope whole labour is to defend Lies, was him- 
ſelte deceiued with a lie, for the ſtrength of the 
Papiſts here not being ſuch as hee was enformed, 
The true harted Protcitants raking patte with 
theic Soucraigne,didd quickly Curt the Throats of 
our Engliſh Romans, dryuing ſome of the heads 
of that Rebellion, vnto a ſhametull flight, and 
brought the reſt by our Lawes /»/tice,to a ſhame- 

full deatd. 

Her Maieſtic in the thirteenth yeere of her 
Raigne, hauing made the Law betore (pecihed, 
the very next yeere following, out Commeth 
Sanders Booke de Viſibilt Monarchya, whercin he 
plainely ſeteth downe how the Pops had [cnt one 
Morton and Web, ewo Prieſts betote the ſaid Re 
belliun to the Lords & Gentlemen in the I preh, 
to Excitethem, with their followers, to take vp 
Armes, ſignifying ymtothem the Popes Comman- 
2 þ dement : 
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dement : Alleadging, That her Maieſtic being ex+ 
communicated, Hcr Subie&s were releaſed from 
their Obedience. And therefore he doth DireQ-+ 
ly Tuſtifie the ſayd Commotion. Alcribing the e&- 
uill ſucceſſe thereof ro the late publiſhing of 
the ſaide Excommunication. Becauſe it was 
not generally knowne, vntill the yeere after ir 
was Denounced. V Vhen Felton had ſerit vpon 
the Brſhop of Londons gate . Aﬀyrming that if ir 
had bin publiſhed the yeere betore,or when the 
Rebells were in Armes,they had aſſuredly preuai- 
led againſt the Queene, and executed tlie ſaide. 
Sentence at the ſame time, for her depolinge 
from the Crowne, 

Thus Trayteroufly with more then Bra- 
zen Inſolence, did that Traytor Sanders (pitr 
out his poyſoned venim, Thereby deſiring to 
Corrupt the hearts other highnes SubicQs, and 
to make them fir for a newe Rebellion, which 
coutſe by him rak&,was Immitated by Par/onr, & 
many others to the like cffe&t. VW ho cealced nor 
by there Hereticall and Lying Pamphlis, with 
moſt Traytcrous impudencic, to abuſe her Ma+ 
jeſtic and the Srate. Andnot thns contented, in 
the yeere one thouſand hue hundred ſeucnne 
and nine, Stulely alfilted by Sanders, and other 
C athol:iques, both Eneliſh, Iriſh,and Italian, with 
the Popes Commiltton, entred into Jre/and. T he 
Pope himlclfe, in the furtherance of that Courſe 
ſending thither certaine forces vpon [is owne 
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Ouecene of mercie was ſo fatre from being mo- 
ued, as that with Patience, ſhee endured all 
theſe Iniuries, onely inforcing that one Lawe, 
which as you hauc heard, ſhee molt Iuſtly made 
againſtthem. 

W hileſt Ire/and by the Popes procurement 
remained in Combultion. Ir happened that, Pixs 
Owintus dyed, and Gregorie the thirteenth ſuc- 
ceeded in his place, who preſently Reneweth 
his Predeceſlors {Ormer Bul/, and denounced 
her Maieſtic to bee. Excommunicated, with 4#- 
timation of all other particulers in the former 
Bull mentioned, which done, there was by 
him ſeor ouer into England. Campron and Par- 
ſons , they came vnmo vs in the yeere one 
thouſand five hundred and eightic, there com- 
ming was to Alienate the hearts of her Ma- 
icſhes Subicas, from their due obedience, And 


\ to make a partic ſtrong to depole the Oueene, 
' Toyning withthe Pope, and King of Spaine, by 


whome there was then an intended preparation 
againſt ys. But the Attempts and praQtiſes of 
them both at that inſtant fayling in Exgland. 
The Pope as a Temporall Prince , diſplayeth his 
Banner in /reland, with purpoſe to depriuc her 
Highnes, Firſt from that Kingdome, and then 
by degrees to depoſe her from this. Notwih- 
ſtanding ſo mild was the proceediogs of her Ma- 
ieſtie againſt them, asthat there were inthe ſpace 
of Tenne ycers, not much aboue twelue o_ 

that 
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that were by the Iuſtice of her Lawes adiudged to 
dic, and the molt of them Semenartes, and all of 
them ConuiQed in cauſes of T reaſon. 

Her Maieſtie when ſhee heard of the ſecond 
Excommunication, and had ſcene what follow- 
edin her Kingdome vpon the firſt. Shee was then 
inall Chriſtian Pollecie enioyned to preuenr the 
lucceſſe of dangers imminent. Her Highnelle 
therefore, in the yeere onethouſand fiuc hundred 
cizhti2 and one, cauſed a Proclamation to bee 
made for the calling home of her Subicts trom 
beyoad the Seas, ſuch elpecially as were Tray- 
ned vp in the Seminaries, percciuing that they 
learned nothing there but diſſoyaltic, & Trealon, 
Aundpreſently after this her Proclamation, ſhee 
called a Parliament, wherein a Lavee was agreca- 
ble in efteQto the ſayd Proclamation, entorced 
with a penaltic of death, for any eſte or Serin- 
7y Prieſt, ro repayfC into England, and for any 
to receiue or intertaine them, ſhee would willing- 
ly that thoſe of ſuch orofelſion, ſhould ___ them» 
lelues without the Lywite of her Kingdome 

But if againſt her will, they would come into 
her Land toſow the ſeed of Sedition, and Rebel- 
lonamongit het Subictts, andto lay, their plots 
how to ſupprize her lite, and to make a way 
for Forraigne Enemics with bloodic handes to 


enter yppon her Dominions. And by Hoſill 


Inuaſton to bring her Kingdomes to ciſtructi- 
on 
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tion, and to expoſe her people vnto the Sla- 
ric of a ſeruile yoake, VV hat ſhoulde her Ma- 
ieſtic leſſe have done in the prevention of 
ſuch a Lamentable cuill, but ro hang vp them 
that were the principall A&ors in fo bloodic 
and Tragecall a Tyranny. 

From the yecre eighty one, to cightic eight, 
her Maieftic was not free from Continual Tras- 
rerous and Rebellious praftiles,deſperately attemp- 
red againſt her life, or intended ſubuertion of her 
Kingdome. Firſt the Popes forces being over» 
throwne in treland, the Pope and King of Spaine, 
preſently ioyned with the Dake of Gurſe, tor the 
executing of a moſt deſperate diſignment againſt 
her Maieſtic. _Arden and Someruilde, would 
have layd vyolent handes vpon her ſacred per- 
ſon. Dofor Parrie,intended the like villanic. Nor- 
thumberland tcuolted from his Obediece. Men. 
do{ the 7eſaite, and others of that Crue or SeR, 
appotnted by the Fope to order and Mannage 
theſe deueliſh defignments. 

In the yearecightie, to forerunne the purpoſed 
Spaniſh Inuaſion, againſt which time Campion, 
Parſons, Hayweode, and all the Jeſuites and Se- 
minaries,had fo beſturred themſelues. There is 
ccrtaine bookes printed beyond the Seas, ſent 
oucr into England, therby to prepare the hearts of 
our peoplegto Toyne with Sparye, and to take vp 
Armes againſt their Soucraigne,with perſwaſions 


grounded 
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grounded ypon this poſition. Yis. That in all werres 
which may happen for Religion: enery Catholike man is 
ioned in conſcience to imploy his perſon and forces by 
the Popes drettion that is how far gwhen,where,C how 
either at home or abroad, he may and muſt breake with 
bis temporall Souer aigne, and that pon paine of deadly 
(ne. pon a foundation ſodiabolical:VVhar truirs 
other then diuelliſh can be expeted? And yet, do 
but further note how damnable a ſpirit is in their 
bookes and writings bewrayed. 

All the Papiſts in this kingdome, were molt vio- 
lently perſwaded, that vpon the Spanyh inuaſion, 
they ſhould all ioyne their greateſt force with 
Spaine, It\was in them accountedan errorof con- 
ſcience, want of courage, and ctfeminate daſtardie, 
that they had ſuffered her Maicſtic almoſt thirtic 
yeares toraigne ouerthem . They were threatned 
with Excommunication , and vtter ruine, both of 
themſelues and their poſteritie, ifthey did any lon- 
ger obey and defend, or acknowledpe her highnes 
to be their 2ueeme or ſuperior, and did not foorth- 
with toyne their forces to the Spaniards. And to 
the end, that this moſt godleſle, trayterous , inhu- 
mane and vnnaturall appointment, by ſubieRs to 
their lawfull annointed Souveraigne, and natiue 
countrey, might receiue the berter acceptance; 
There was vied a moſt infinuating , though fairh- 
lefle manner of perſwaſion,guilded oner with a ſee- 
ming ſhewe of Holineffe: (For thus,) our Englif 
Romane Catholikes were promiled) That in the king of 
Spaines armie, there were dinerſe Prieſts readie to ſerue 
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enerie mans ſpiritual nec:ſritie, 1 > Ar 
and all con/olation in Chriſt 1e{us, and that they ſhould 
be (o afsiſted by the bleſſed patrons , both in heauen, 
and in earth, with the gard of all Gods holy Angels with 
our bleſſed Sauiour m the ſourr aigne Sacrament , and 
with the dailye , moſt holy Oblution of Chriſts owne 
deare body and bloud. As that it could not tall oug 
otherwiſe, bur that chey ſhould aſſuredly preuaile : 
Herceby may the world perceiue in what Angelike 
manner of brightrnefle Popith dotrine can ſuite 
reaſons damnable,cuen as blackeas hell. 

You haue heard what preparation was proui- 
ded by the Pope and Papilts, for the turtherance of 
Spaines intended invaſion, we will nowv proceed 
to matterof ation. And but call ro our remems 
brance ( that euer to bee remembred) pow:«rtull 
wo keof God: ) for our deliverance in the yeare 
88, The king of Spanes. Armade,that admirable,and 
warlike naui:, ſo well furniſhed with valiant ſoul- 
diers, and all muairion, fic for warre, when {udden- 
ly we were in danger by a Potent encmie to be ſur. 
priſed, when her late Maie{ticsRoyall Nauie, was 
ſcarily par foorth ro ſea. And the beſt (hips of 
ſtrengrh nor fully furniſhed with ſhot and pow- 
der, as was neceſſatic in {o weightie a'bufineſle 
yet to theneuerdying glory of a maid21 Queene, 
ſuch was her princely power, although at ſea but 
in partvaprouided, as that by the loue and grace 
of heauens eternall prouidence, her Maicſtic by 
amoſt noble Battell at ſea, eucn tn the preſence 
of her kingdoms Territories,did veterly diſperie and 
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ouerthrow, tharſurnamed inuincible Spaniſh na- 
uie, ſo that not any Spaniards floate, (valeſſe 
brought capriue could arriue ) vpon her Englands 
ſhoare. Nor but verie few of their ſo much ad- 
mired flecteof ſhippes , returned to their natine 
home. Thus did God on Q cene Elzz1beth bes 
ſtow a glorio!s yictorie, cuen in the deſpite of 
Pope, Papiſt, trayterous: Ieſuirs, Seminaries, 
Monkes, Friers, andalltherablemeunt of that An- 
tichriſtian See, 

The power of Spaine, was brought againſt vs, 
by the procurement of our Englith Papiſts, and 
what recompence was intended tor them, in the 
charitie of their catholike protein may appeare, 
by that which the Duke of Medms Sidonia ather+ 
med, which was, That both Catholickes and Here - 
tithes that came in bus way , ſhmld be all on: to him , his 


{word could not diſcern: them, ſo b: might make 


way for his maiſter , all was one to him. Thus, did , 
Papiſts, as till they doe, defire tro worke our 
downe fall in the certaintic of their owne deſtru- 
Qtion, 

God haning ſhewed his loue to our lare Queene 
and kingdome, by that wonderfull deliue- 
rance before deſcribed : The Pope to further his 
accuſtomed indeuours, practiſed with Spaine, 
about a new inuaſion, and the berter to bring 
his purpoſe to paſſe : Parſons, that auncienc 
Teſuite, and moſt notorious traytor , vnder the 
Pope, chicfe gouernourofalltheleſuits, (prin- 
cipall enemics to Jeſs ,) was placed in the 

ces” E 2 Spaniſh 
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Spaniſh Court, by whoſe perſwaſion there was a 
new Seminarie erected at Yaledolyde , from whence 
in three yeares, there was ſent thirtecne prieſts in- 
to England, to prepare apaſlage tor the new in- 
tended invaſion. VVhereupon in the yeare 1591.2 
Proclamation went forth tor the apprebending of 
all ſuch Prieſts or Seminaries,as ſhould come from 
Spaine. Becauſetheir intention was knawne ynto 
the State here.Bue ro the endthe Diuell (the Pope 
I ſhould ſay) might wantno infiruments for the eb 
fetingof murchers, treaſons, and rebellions, by 
Payſonsprocurement, more Seminaries were cre- 
ed in Spaine , (and England ſtill troubled with 
Remes trayterous diſciples.) But the new inuaſion 
beingtwile ſet on foote , God did ſowarre againſt 
their purpoſes, as that their prepared Nauie was at 
ſea, diſperſedby ſtormes, ſoas moſt of them endu- 
red ſhipwracke» a 
. ThatexpeRation failing, then wasthe Infant of 
Spaine intituled to the Crowne of England: (and 
to that end,ſundry bookes diuulged) Queene Eliz4- 
beth was by them accounted a tyrant : more tyran- 
nicall then Nero, De cius, Dioclehan ,, Maxentins ,or 
any the greateſt perſecutors of the Chriſtians: Not: 
thus contented, from the yeare 88.to the yeare 99. 
there were continuall treafons practiſed againſt the 
Royall perſon of her late Maieſtic, Patricke, (ollen, 
Lopez, Torke, YVilliams, Squier , all attempting to 
murther her Highneſle. 

All theſeattempts,plots,proieds, & trayterous 


ſtratagems, taking noeffeR, Then was there _ 
the 
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the Pope a new Bull ſent, whereby the Papiſts were 
commanded to vſe a formall maner of obedience, 
vntill they might grow to be a ſtrength ſufhciently - 
ſtrong todepolſe the Queene. Which expeQation 
once accompliſhed, then had they power by the 
ſayd Bull rorake vparmes againſt her . Thus they 
neuer left continuall praQtiſing, varill a little be. 
fore her Maieſties death: about which time , by 
ſome of the principall Agents, inthe laſt moſt hore 
rible treaſon, there was complotted another Spa- 
niſh inuafion : For the accompliſhing whereof, 
the yonger YVinter was a meflenger vnto the king 
of Spaine, and Guydo Fawkes vnto the Pope, and a 
third was imployedto the Archduke, 

Thekingof Spaineat that time being our ene- 
mie,entertained'YYinters motion, with moſt kind - 
acceptance, proteſting that the Engliſh Catholiks 
ſhould bee as deare vnto-him, as his home-borne 
Caſtillians, and inloue tothe intended buſineſle, 
vowed inthe word of a king, to defend theirfafery, 
(allwhich, as ſouldiersfay) with pollicie in warre 
he might do) being then our enemie. Bur it is a 
mattercleaneout of my Element , and thereforeI 
will diſpute no further about-it: Butthe Counſell 
of Spaine holding a conference about the manna- 
ging ofthe plot by YVinter layd. It was obicted 
that there would be want of horſe for ſuch a bufi- 
neſſe. Whereupon Winter vndertaketh to. furniſh 
them witha certaine number, and receiueth gold 
tothat end. Artlaſtthepurpoſed deſignement be- 
ing embraced with a generall conſent , a ſouldicr

ſtanding by,being ſome Commander,a Captgine, 

- or ſuch like, rutfles out this ſouldier like [eiine, | 
Nunc tempus pro nobis erit aliquid obtinere : Xow (þall 
it be time jor v5 to get ſomething. But in che middeſt 
of this intended preparation, it happened, thac her 
Maieſtic Royall, and moſt gracious Elzabeth died: 
And our now Imperiall Soueraigne King James, 
did both inherite her kingdomes and her ver- 
rues. 

His Majeſtic becing with peacecſtabliſhed in 
his royall ſeate, the king of Spaine would no lon- 
ger embrace his former purpoſed appointment: 
Nor would conſent, that anything ſbould againſt 

aking be plotted, with whom he neuer had warre : 
Norby whom he never recciued any iniuric. So 
as our Papiſts were in that behalfe diſmiſſed of 
their expeted hope : and enforced to ſeeke out 
ſome other meanes ; and now I will bewray 
a ſecret ( 1 am ſure not generally knowne.)

Pope {lement the ninth, who, was accounted 
the laſt beſt ofmany Popes, (all norwichanding 
being naught. He vnderſtanding Spaines purpoſe, 
as before is ſpecified, concerningan inuaſion, ſup- 
poſing that the Zucene might die before that bu- 
ſineflecooke effet: And foreſeeing vato whom 
theſe kingdomes ſhould of right deſcend, ſent (c- 
cretly a Buli into England , 'which was fo clole- 
ly concealed, amongſt eur Papiſtes here, as 


that her Maicſtic in her life time knewe not 
thereof, 
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thereof, ( For if ſhe had)I am ſure,that byrea(6. of 
mine employment neare vnto her: [ ſhould haue 
heard it ſhe had knowne any ſuch thing, Bur afſu- 
redly borh her ſelte ,and the State, were ignorant 
thero?, 

Bur now this Bull being brought to light(which 
my (elfehaue ſeen& read) it imoorteth rhus much, 
qua1o contingeret illam miſeximi Elizabetha mortu# 
e/le That, when that milerable wench Eliſabeth ſhould 
happers to dye, I'unc nos volumus, Then we will) that all 


ant euery of you aoruſe your beſt E> uttermoſt endenors — 


gu: baſcunque modi et wits, by what ſirength or meaues 
ſo ener, toteepe out the Scottiſh Hereticke , that in 4- 
ny wiſe he may not be admitted to the kinzdome of Eng- 
land , -unleſſe he would reconcile himſelfe to R ome, 
and hold his crowne of the Pope , and conforme him- 
ſelfe and all bis ſubietts to the religion of the Komane 
Church, This Bull vntiil Garnet was taken ,flepr in 
England , becing filled with a moſt proud,ſcorn- 

full and Trayterous boldneſle, 
When that miſerimam foeminam Miſerable woe 
man or wench Eliz1beth (halldye , had the Papall 
proud. vſurper , no other attribute to beſtowe 
vppon a Lucene then Miſerable wench? (hee lived 
Renowned thorough all the Corners of the 
worlde, ſheeruled in peac*,beloucd otall her Sub- 
ies,vnleſſe thoſe infeted with tize Pamane 7.epro- 
fiefſhee was admired, & feared, cor tre:uting ail ops 
politions,with vn-{oubted confidence, (hee was 4 
Frince potent enough, to defend ter Kingdomes 
and to helpe her Neighbours becing opprefied 
rn | with 
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with glorious vitorie ſhe beat Spaine from offher 
coalts, and rifled him in the botome of his owne 
kingdome , wrapping his townes and ihippes in 
cloudes of fire and ſmoake, She ſwayed the Royall 


Scepter of her kingdomes gouernement with tri-- 


umphant yiRorie; maintaining peace amongſt her 
people, euen inthe worlds deſpight, 44 yeares het 
vamatched wiſedome, and vnconquered prowes 
crowned her the Peereleſſe wonder ot her ſexe: ſhe 
liu'd and di'd a Queene, her life beloued, and her 
death lamented: And yetfor allthis, was ſhe no 
more in the Popes account, then a miſerable wench. 
Let the Popes pride ſinke to hell: whileſt heauens 
Flizabeth (whoſe bleſſed ſoulc from earth to hea- 
uen is taken ) doth, and ſhall with God and Chriſt 
foreuer liue in the heauenly gloric ofcternall hap- 

pineſle. 
Pope Clement the ninth, hauing by his Bull, as 
before ſpecified, giuen commaundement that the 
Papiſts ſhould by all meancs howſocuer, withhold 
our now Soucraigne from his lawfull right. (And 
notwiehſtanding that Rebelliens (ommuſs1on, ) his 
Maieſtic being with great ioy peaceably enſtalled, 
Peerſie & Catesby went vntotheir great Prouinciall 
Garnet, & of him enquired, whether the king being 
as he wasalreadic eſtabliſhed,they might by vertue 
of the Popes Bull, viſe any meanes to ſupplant or 
depole him, conſidering they were not of force to 
withſtand his comming art the firſt, And Garnet 
anſwered, that vndoubredly they might, whereup- 
pon they preſently reſolued to pur in execution, 
that 
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that moſt horrible powdertrea(on, the like where- 
of, vntill that time, was neuerto the world repor- 
ted. 

Some are of opinion, that ifatolleration ofre« 
ligion had bin admitted vnto the Papiſts: thatthen 
noſuch bloudie ſtratagem ſhould by any of them 
haue bene practiſed. Bur if you ſhall conſider the 


. tenor of the Popes Bull, you may then percciue, 


that their requeſt of indifferent Tolleration was 
bur a colourable pretencein thefn. For thar mighe 
not haue ſerved their turnes: Forthey were enioy- 
ned to worke his Maieſties ouerthrow, vnleſle he 
would reconcile himſelfe to Rome,hold his Crowne 
of the Pope,andconforme himſelte and'all his ſub» 
ieasto the Keligion of the Roman Church: Itis not 
then atoleration only which they ſecke, nor could 
they haue bene contented therewith (although ſa 
much ſhall neuer be granted vnto them.)They may 
therefore calily deſpaire of the reſt ( though they 
th2 Pope and the Diuell )doeneuer {o much con- 
ſpire to bring their Hell-borne practiſes to paſle. 
As touching thelaſt horred treaſon, by inhuman 
fauages complotred: I know not :what to ſpeake, 
becauſe I want words, todeſcribe the trayterous, 
deteſtable, tyrannicall, bloudie , murtherous vile 
lanie of ſovildean action. Onely this had their 
horrible attempt taken place. This Sea-Inuy- 
rond-1land, the beauty , and wonder ofthe world. 
This fo famous and farre renowm'd great Brit 
taines Monarchie , had at one blowe endured a 


recouerleſſe ruine, being ouerwhelmedin a ſea of 
F bloud, 
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bloud, all thoſe euils, ſhould haue at one inftant 
hapencd, which would haue made this happieſt 
kingdome of all kingdomes, the moſt vnhappy, 
Our conquering Nation, conquered in her felfe: 
her faire aad fertile boſome, becing by her owne 
natiuve(though foule vnnaturall children) torne in 
peeces , ſhould haue beene made aſfcorne to all 
the nations of the earth . This ſo well planted , 
pleafant,fruitfull worlds,accounted Egens paradsſe, 
thould haue beene by this time, made a place diſ- 
conſolare, auaſt and deſcrt wilderneſfe, generally 
ouerrunne. with heards of bloud-deſiring wolues, 
This ſo well gouern'd,, Poputous, potent Monar- 
chy , had in one moment beene left without either 
King, Queene,Prince,State, Nobility, Law, Inſlice, or 
any ſtrengrhof gouernment, ſodainly had we then 
beene throwne not onely rothe cruclty of ciuill 
warre,that roo too muttherous Doweſlick ſpoyling 
enemie: But alſocuen in that inſtant generally 
haue beene expoſed vnto the all-deuouring hand 
of forraine Enemies, in our Congregations, the 
fongs of Syon had no more been ſung: Bur in their 
ſteed had bin brought vnto vs the ſongs of Gebemns 
{Er from Rome:that Sathans ſynagogue, all our beſt. 
freedomes liberty,had by this bene turn'd into the 
worlt b ce of moſt ſlauiſh ſeruitude : Papiſts, 
Romane Catholickes that would haue wrought adl 
our deſtrutions thus; Should nor Tuſtice, iuſtly 
then "WI WS: their ations c hiefly tobe enqui- 
red of, 

If what hath bene ſpoken,be vnto your memo- 
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ries committed,you may then confſider,that from 
the eleuenth.yeare of Queene Elizabeths Raigne, 
vatill the third yeare of our now Soueraignes 
gouernment, the Papiſts have continually labored 
to aduance the ſupremacy of the Bomane Charch, 
which to accompliſh they haue contended thirty 
foure yeares,in which time they haue not omitred 
to praQiſe Treaſons and Rebelliong onely amongſt 
vshereat, home . But haue alſs complocted to 
bring vpon vs Forraine Inuaſions, & that from time 
to time, ſo ſoone as they were dilmiſled of or.e 
hope, they preſcntly ſet a foote ſome other pro- 
ie; both at home and abroad: and ſtill being by 
the loue and mercyof G O D towards vs con- 
tinually preuented: Art laftaaking counſel with 
hell, and Sathan, they had praftiied a moſt helliſh 
attempt. wherein their Diuelliſhneſſe brought it 
ſelte neareſt to the nature of the Divell, making 
fre and brimſtone the inflruments of our deſtru- 
Rion. And though the principall ARors of that 
euill, haue thereby themſelues deſtroyed: yet the 
former experience of their continuall attemptin 
may giue vs warning, that they will not yet leaks 
to attempt, and though that 7eſuites and Seming- 
ries baue beene the principall Agents in all the 
ſeuerall cortiplotted treaſons, and that the Papiſts 
amongſt vs cannot generally be accuſed, yer thus 
much 1 muſt ſay, thoſe perſons, and that Religion 
whereby Jeſuites and Seminaries are receined, pro. 
reed and concealed, are equally to be accounted 
daungerous, for were there not ſuchreceiucrs a- 
F 2 mongſt 
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monegſt vs,lomesſtate, Traytors wouldnot fo faſt 
come, ſwymming from Tyberhither, to arriue at 
Tyborne, onely, | conclude therefore, that if in 
great Brittaine,there were no Papilts, this Monar 
chy ſhould be as free from treaſonas any Nation in 
the world. 

But now deare Contrimen, ſeeing you haue 
heard what godleſſe and dangerous praQtiſes bane 
continually by Remes fauorites beene plotted a. 
gainſt ys, I defirethat with attention,you will vn. 
derſtand what 1t is(as they fay) for which with 
ſuch vehemency-they contend. The world is 
made belicue, that the aduancement of Religion 
is the onely cauſe for which they ſtriue , wherein 
they ioyne themſelues vntothe Pope,becauſe there 
isnorcligion good, but that which is by rhe Pope 
allowed, wherein my purpoſe is. to binde all Pa- 
piſts ynto their owne aſſertion. 

That Pius 2umtus whome thoſe of their fide 
doe account to haue beene a good Pope( pou 
by falſe perſivaſions too much miſled) beforethe 
time of his excommunication againſi Queene E- 
lizabeth denounced, ſent his letter vatoher Mas» 
icſtie, in which hee did: allow the Bible , and 
Booke of divine ſeruice , as it is now vicd amongſt 
vs, to bee authenticke, and not repugnant to 
truth. Bur that therein was centayned enough 
neceſlary to ſaluation , ( though there was not 
init,. ſo much as might conueniently bee) and 
that hee wouldalfo allowe it vato vs, without 
chaunging any parte: fo as her Maieſtic would 
AC- 
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acknowledge to receiue it from him the Pope, 
(and by his allowanc) which her Maieſtie denying 
to do, ſhe was then preſently by the ſame Popeex* 
communicated: And this is thetruthconcernin 
Pope Pius 2uintus,as I haue faith to God -_ 
men,asI haue oftEtimes heard itauowed by the late 
Ducene her owne wordes : AndlI haue conferred 
with ſome Lordes that were of greateſt reckoning 
inthe State , who had ſcene and tead the letrer, 
which the Pope ſent tothar effe&: as haue bene by 
me ſpecificd. Andthis vpon my credit, as I am an 
honeſtman, is molt true. 

By this thenall our Engliſh F apiſtes , either Te- 


ſuites or Seminaries may learne toknowe thatit is 


not Religion that they ſtriue for , but onely to 
waintaine the Antichriſtian head of Romes vſurprt 
{upremacie, And ifthere bee ifuthis grntngl any 
Romane- Catholickes, or (0 manic of this nation, 
as ſhall heare of that which hath now beene ſpo- 
ken. I entreate them, as my deare and louig 
Countrey men, that they will no longer bee fedu+ 
ced,by any liuing {pirite ſent fromRome,the "_ 
whom they belecue, hath himſelfe allowed , that 
in our Church, Ye haze a dottrine of Faith and 
Religion , ſufficiently neceſſarie to Saluation : Deere 
Countreymen, wee haue then enough, and 
neede not the helpe of anie Pope, Sythence all 
the Papiltes generally came vnto our Churches 
before our late Lucene Elizabeth was excommuni 
cated.) Againit our Dread Soweraigne there is no: 


Excommunication denounced . In Gods name, 
| a! then 
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then let ys ioyne in our prayers,and Sacraments, 
and perſormea due obedience to God, and ro our 
King, as wee areall of oneNation, fo letvs be all 
of one Charch,and Chriſt becing onely our head, let 
vsalldeſire asin one ſheepfolde, to be the {an- 
Qified members of his glorious bodie, 

If there be any Papiſts fo fooliſh, and altogether 
realonleſle ,as to expeRt that in time his Maicſic 
may be drawne to ſuch alteration,or Tolleration: 
as they deſire. I will them aſſuredly to know, = 
hope in vaine, for his Maieſtie is, and euer ha 
becne confidently reſolued,in matter of Religiow,to 
continue the ſelfe ſame order and profeſſion, 
which he now profeſleth. Whereof [ will gue 
you an inſtance, Since the time of the Earle of 
NorthumberlandsImpriſonment,there was amongſt 
his papers found a letter, which was obicRted a- 
gainſt him in Starre Chamber,when himſelfe was 
called vnto his anſwere:The letter was direed to 
the Kings Maieſly, that now is,as he was then King 
of Scotland, In which amongſt otherthings , the 
Earle had aduiſed his Highneſſenot to deſire ro bee 
proclaimed Heite apparant to this Crowne, nor 
proclaime Frince Henry to be the Prince of YYales, 
But to ſtay the time,vntill the 2utcenes death. And 
that then be would reſolue athis comming to ad- 
mit vnto the Cathelicks a Tolleration for their re. 
ligion, which he cequeſted,becauſe the Papiſts did 
put ſome truſt in him,to Sollicit that bufineſſe in 
their behalfe, This letter beeing read, his Maieſties 
owne anſwer was ſheyved:(Till that time, by Gods 
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owne hand preſerued) to ſignifie vnto the world» 
his religious varemoued confidence, Tothe firſt 
parte of the Earlesletrer, his Highneſſe anſwered, 
that he had no contrary purpoſe, but to attend 
Gods leafure. And for hismotion concerning the 
Catholicks collerdtion,he was purpoled rocomevn- 
to this kingdome in peace- Burtas touching mat- 
ter of Gouernment,he was refolued neuer to alter 
any thing, cither in Charchor State, His Maieſtics 
mol? noble and AXivgly reſolution, not enduring 
then to temporize vnder any pretext of humane 
pollicy. Can it now bethought, that his Highnes 
will be remoued in matter of Religion, from thar 
_ whereupon his Soules faluation ſtandeth 
uile. 

Such Papiſts(as notwithſtanding the impoſlibi- 
lity of their hope will ſtill cemaine perucrſe) de- 
ſpþifing tobe admoniſhed: Ler them know for cer- 
tainty,thatthe lawes concerning them, ſhall re- 
cciue a molt ſtri and ſeuere execution, you ther- 
fore of the iury,oughe to bevery carefull in that 
bufineſle, And all the iuſticesin their ſeuerall Li» 
mits,are in their allegiance to the Kizg, bound in 
conſcience to vſe all diligence fo to obſerue the 
Papiſts, as that vntotheir houſes,therebee not a» 
ny /eſwites or Seminaries intertayned.For there pra» 
Qiſe,is to Alicnate the hearts of our Enpli/b Sub- 
eas,from the obedienceto their ſoueraigne . In 
which imployment, though the Teſuires bee moſt 
notorious,yetI accountthe Seminarie Prieſts more 
dangerous; Becauſe their eſtimarion ſteaketh - - 
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ſelfe a better opinion in the heartsof che ſimple ; 
Notwithſtanding, all their worke is direQed to 
one and the ſeltc ſamecnd; It all good ſubies 
then ſhall defirethe adminiſtration of 1uſtce, ac- 
cording to the Lawes eſtabliſhed: they may cither 
becouucrtedor ſupplanted. By whome our ſub- 
uerſion, and vtter ſupplanting hath ſo often times 
beene attempted, I therefore leauethem, their a- 
Rions and proceedingsto be iudged off, and care- 
fullic to be looktiato, by your moſt mature conſi- 
deration and bett diligence, leaſt that our too too 
much.conueniencic, doth yet vntimely bring vp- 
pon vs ſome dangerous miſchiefe, Them and their 
aQions therforeare principally in the firſt place to 
be enquired of, andthat with ſuch regard as their 
cunning may by no meanes outreach the meaning 
ot the Statute Law inaed for their puniſhment, 
wherin though there be as much concluded,as the 
wiſedome of our ſtate coulddeuiſe, in the preuen- 
tion of any future euill, yet as I heare the Pope 
hath already granted ſuch diſpenſation,as that by 
their helliſh, Sophyſtrie, of Equinocating, they may 

takea courſe wherein to decctue our hope of there 

amendment, þut in Gods name let the lawproui- 

ded, recciue a iuſt and re 1 AR then 

doubt not,bur their faithlefle Popiſh policie ſhall 

be ſufficiently prevented. 'And that in time the 

moſt facred perſon of Gods anointed King,whome 

Pope Clement the ninth,cold proudly dare to tearm 

the ſcottiſh Heritike, ſhall vnderneath his Prince- 


ly toot tread downe Romes faithleſſe P apal/ ar 
an 
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giuen at Norwich Aſſiſes: 
and Antichriſtian hereſy, 8& now in hells deſpight, 
yertuous King James being the Emperiall Maicity of 
t Brittaines Monarchy the ſtrength of whoſe e - 
abliſhc awfull gouernment, makes the proudeſt 
Territories & moſtſtrong foundation of carths Ba- 
bilonde toſhake, I doubtnot bur in his royall ſclfe 
and his moſtbleſt poſterity, as is already by force 
of hiscommaunding _— not without juſt cauſe 
feartully ſuſpeAed,the deftruftion of rhe ſcarlet 
whore ſhall be made certaine tohet,and her adul- 
tcrates, when they together ſhall bee wich wrath 
deſtroyed:for the accopliſhingof which moſt gloe 
rious worke,let all true belecuing proteſtants, like 
faithfull ſubieRs to their lawfull Soveraryne yeelde 
there beſt obedience tohis highneſſe lawes, and 
thus much concerning Romane (atholikes. 
Thoſe'that you are in the ſecond place to enquier 
of, are aſecond mannerof Recuſancs, though no.. 
thing ſo dangerous as the Popyſb recuſamt is, yet are 
they a Se not tobe tolleratedin any Morarchyall 
gouernment . Theyare a certaine Brotherhood, 
witich can indure no Biſhops: The originall founder 
of their (chiſme,as they now profeſle, it hath ( as 
ſome of them fay)turnd an Apoſiatate, to his firſt 
profeſſion , ſo as now they are aſhamed of his 
name, and will by nomeanes in their fraternity'be 
deriued from him,yet they remaine knowne to the 
world,by the name of Brownings . The moſt part of 
them are ſimple, & Illiterate people. And they to- 
gether with x ey of that forte, which ſeeme to have 
learning, are as allthe reſt, onely arrogant , and 
G 


wil- _ 
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wilfully peruerſe, firter to be reformed by puniſh» 
menr, rather then by argument: And though their 
ignorance vnderſtands not what they doe, yet 
doc their endeauours ſtriuc to ſhake in ſunderthe 
whole frame of our Emperiall gouernment, for if 
( as they deſire)the forme of our Ciuill Lawes were 
abrogated, Then ſhould our Common Law , and 
irofneceſliry fall rogicher . For they are ſo woven 
and incorporated cach in ether , as , wichout 
the one, the other cannot ſtand: for example. 
An aQtion Reall, beeing brought at common 
Law, in Bar thereof Baſtardy is pleaded , our com- 
mon Law can then proceed. no further, vntill by 
the ciuill Law the matter of Baſtardy be determi- 
ned, So isitin the right of a Womans Dowre, and 
in the tryall of YY/ills; In all theſe, anddiuerte: 0+ 
thers-without the Aſliſtance ot the ci8#/Law, the 
comon Law hatthno power to determine, If then the 
cuill Law muſt of neceſſity remain, it isno lefle ne- 
ceſliry that the iudzes therof ſhould be continued. 
Andagaine without the graue aſſembly of our 
Reuerend Bops,his Maicitics high court of parli- 
ament, ſhould be vafurniſhed,nolaw-being-rhere 
enaQed, but that which is by the & wg , his Lords 
| gs and temporall confirmed. Thele there 
re that would haue no BYybyps amongſt vs,do in 
their deſires ſtriue, from his highnes, and che dig. 
nity of his State, ro pluck the-right hand of go- 
uernment, and as much as in them lyeth to break 
in ſunder, the golden frame of 1uſt Authority for 
# no Bibops, then no Lawes , if no Lawes, no Kings 
and: 
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and tothis height doththeirpreſumptionclime,al- 
though their ideot blindnes ſeems as if they did noe 
ynderſtand ſo much, the miſchicfe of their ſchiſme 
is molt vnſufferable: Forneuer was there anation 
knowne to flouriſh hauing a Menarehue in the king» 
dome, and a Mallachve in the Church, And therfore 
you ofthe [uric faile not cocnquireofall ſuch Se» 
Qaries and preſent them, 

It is therefore the faithfull Proteſtant, that onl 
ſets the Crownevp6our Soucraignes head, & hol 
itvpſofaſt, as no oppoſition can make it ſhake, 
And by their loyall hands will Heaven bepleaſed,to 
keep it ſafe from falling, which Mercy in the moft 
Royall iſſue now eſtabliſhed, God for chriſts his ſake 
c6firme ynto vs, ſolong as Sun & Moon endureth, 

The laſt ſorrot Reculants, though troubleſome, 
(yetin my conſciencethe leaſt dangerous)are thoſe 
which do with too much violence,contend againſt 
ſome ceremonies yied in the Church , with whoſe 
indire@ proceedings, in mine owne knowledge, 
his Maieſtie isnot alittle grieued. But I will hope 
(as his Hjzbweſe doth)that in time, they will grow 
wiſe enough to leaue their fooliſhneſle , and con:

of Faith,nor hindring Faiths & uotion, are noſuch

Thus. hauing touched theſe groning euills, 
which beeing well con{idered,doe cry for tuſtice a- 
gainſt rows ea threatning(ifnot ſuppreſle) To 
make our Comm wealth to grone vnder the burthE 
of inforc'd ity; I willnow, from them pro- 
cecd vnto thoſe growing enormities,whole vngo-

| Teceiueth ſcandall by their meanes,and the pub- 
lick weale gricued by vniuſt oppreſſion. 

I heare a generall complaint againſt the mul- 
tiplicity of Eccleſiaſtical Courts , and that caulcs 
are in them continued longer then an vpright and 
orderly proceeding would neceſſarily inferce, by 
meanes wherof, his Aaiefttes good ſubieHs,do re- 
cciue loſle, and are much hindred,by there ſo of+

As touching thepennall Statutes for the pu- 


niſhing of any vareuerent demeanure in Churches, 
or 
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or violence offered to the miniſters,or quarrelling 
ſtryking, or drawing of any weapon in Church,or 
Church yard , I know they be ordynary matrers, 
giuen in euery charge. And therfore youare not 
ignorant ofthe Lawes in that caſe made and pro- 
uided: I will therfore in reſpect of the thortneſle 
of the time, onely point our vnto your ſome ſeue- 
rall officers, whoſe ations not beeing ſufficiently 
looked into, _ abuſes are committed,which do 
paſſe vnpuniſhed, l 

Our common wealth, Receiies much iniuric 
by our Excheators, who by abuſing their c6mifſion, 
doe moſt intollerable wrong, tomany of his Ma- 
ieſtics good Subiedts, for an Echeator will come 
into the country, and beeing informed of an ho. 
neſt Neoman deceaſed, be itthat his Lands,be not 
abone the yearly value of forty or fiftie Pounds, 8: 
leauingan Heire behind him, an inquiry ſhall bee 
made, by what cuidence cuery acre of ground is 
holden, and finding but one peece, for which an 
expreſle euidence cannot bee ſhewed,for that par. 
ticular parcell, Then by a lury to that end Sum- 
moned by the Escheator,that pecceof groiid mult 
be adiudged tobe held in Capite, And fo an office 
becing found:ali the whole inheritance mult bee 
mT the yong heire a warde to the King, 
who then becing preſently Begged by ſome one 
or other, by then hee hath compounded for his 
wardſhip,ſued our his livery , andthen perhaps 
, marryedte one ſtarks naught, ornot worth any 
r G 3 thing, 
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thing, the yoog heire ſhall beelefr iuſt worth ſs 
much,andno more: And this (as I thinke) isa moſt 
lamentable thing . God fotbid that euery man 
ſhouldbe.inforced by ſuchcourſe , to prouc his 
right in every particular acreof ground which he 
hath. For many particular peeces are oft included 
in one euidence, without being diſtinguiſhed by 
ſeuerallnames. So that it is impoſlible , but by 
ſuchcourſe,as the Eſcheator takes, lands that neuer 
held in Capite, miſt needs be brought in compaſſc 
ofſuch Tenure. And againe, the intent of the Law, 
for the benefit of the king, looketh only to Manors, 
Lands,and Tenements of great value, without ha- 
uing reſpea to ſuch m——_ . Where an heire 
tocleare the OTE muſt ouerthrow his c+ 
ſtate, looſe his inheritance,and be vndone far cuer. 
But this notwithſtanding, ſo the Eſcheater may 
hauchis part, inthe ſpoile, hecarethnotto vic a- 
ny indire& corruption. You of thelurie therefore 
for the good of your ſelues and yours, carcfull 
looke to the proceedings vicdin this caſe, and ſuc 
abuſeas you ſhall find therein, letit bepreſented. 
And fuch asſhallbee found offendors, they (ball 
know, that we haue lawes to puniſh them. For 
proole whereof, I would youcould find out ſome, 
of whom.there might be made an example: But if 
you will be contentto let the Eſcheator aloue , avd 
notlooke vnto his ations, he will bee contented 
by deceiving you, to change his name, taking vn- 
to himſelfe the two laſt ſyllables, only wich the E/ 
Icfr out : and ſo turng Chetor, _ 
c 
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giuen at Norwich Aſſiſes. 
Wehavethenan excellent Officer, ſurnamed 
the Clarke of the Market, concerning whoſe of» 
fice, for mine owne part, I ſee not the neceſſitie 
thereof, conſidering the Iuſtices of peace in their 
ſeuerall limmits, are atcuery Seflions to- enquire 
of, and to puniſhall thoſe abuſes which are/by the 
Clarke ofthe market continued, vuder ſhew of re. 
formation. Fer he will come domne and call be- 
fore himall waights and meaſures, and wherea 
fauk is found, there muſt a Fee be payd, which is 
deuided betwixt him and the Inf8rmer : So the of- 
fendor payes for his offence, tothe end it might be 
continued, but not reformed. And thus the Clarke 
of the markerby receiuing bribes, enricheth him- 
ſelfe,by abuſtng his Maie{ties lawes,and wronging 
his SubicRs. It was once my hap to take a- Clarke 
of the market in theſe trickes: Burl aduanſt him 
higher then his fathers ſonne; by ſo much-as from 
theground-to the roppe of the Pillorie. If you: 
ofthe luriewill therefore haue acare to find our 
theſe abuſes, by Gods grace they ſhall nor goe 
enpuniſhed. For we hauca Coyfe, which ſignifies 
a Sell ; whereby in the execution-of Tuſtice, wee 
are defended againſt all oppofitions, bee they ne- 
uer ſoviolent. 

There isa certaine ruffling officer , which will 
ſeeme'to command much by the authoritie of his 
Comin. And he wilbe known to be a Purueyor, 
Some of which officers,it they can find nothing to 
be dealing with,they will puruey mony our of your 
purſes: if you will ſuffer them, Butknow there is no 
money 
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monyto be purueyed, vnleſle by the high way ſide, 
andany Purueyorchat ſhall take ſuch courſe,is bur 
in his paſſage, the high way to the gallowes. 

But to ſpeake of that , which may by them bee 
lawfully done, admir a Purucyor commeth downe 
with Commiſion, totake vp timber for the Kings 
vie; What timber is ic then that he mult take : He 
cannot come'and pull downe any timber'in my 
houſe,what then? May he go into anyof my woods 
which I purpoſe to preſerue, and there marke out 
of my beſt timber, and inforce me to ſuffer it to be 
felled, and carried away at the kings price ? No, 
There is not any ſuch authoritie granted vnto him. 
Bur only thus, If I have any timberfelled, which [ 
purpoſe to ſell: then may the Purueyor ( the King 
having vie oftimber) come and make choiſe of 
what trees he will: - For there is great reaſon, that 
inſuchcaſe the king (hould firſt be ſerued. Bur if 
any of youdodeſire to preſerue your timber grow- 
ing,be not ſcared (with a Purueyors warrant : 
Nor do not preſeruethe ſtanding of your trees , by 
bribingany one of them. The dignitie of his Maie- 
ſics prerogatiue &Kgall isnot vied to enforce his 
ſubjects ro indure wrong. But the ruſt being ſcou- 
redoff, which abuſed time, hath caſt vpon it, then 
will the gloriethereof ſhine inthe perteRion of an 
vncorrupted brightneſſe., Youofthe Iury therefore 
looke into the abules done by Purveyors, and pre» 
ſent them, 

Beſides theſe ſpoken of. There is alſo a Salt-pe- 
ter man,whoſe Commiſlion is not to breake vp any 
mans 
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mans houſe or ground without leaue. And not to 
deale with any houſe, bur ſuch as is vnuſed for any 
neceſlaric imployment by the owner . Andnorto 
digge in any place without leauingit ſmooth aud 
lexell:in ſuch caſeas he found it. This Salt-peter 
man vnder ſhew of his authoritie,though being no 
morethen is ſpecified, will make plaine and ſimple 

ople belceue, that hee will without their leaue, 
Lonnta vp the floore of their dwelling houſe, vnleſſe 
they will compound with himto;the contrary. An 
ſuch fellow,if you can meete withall, lethis miſde- 
menor be preſented, that he may be taught berter 
to ynderſtand his office: 'For by their abuſe the 
countrey is oftentimes troubled. 

There is another trouble ſome fellowe called a 
Concgaler , who is indeed little better then a plaine 
Coſiner , and would in many things be proued fo, 
if well looked vnto. There be many Satute lawes to 
preuent the occurrence of his miſchiefe, gine him 
not a peny for any of his claimes or titles : For they 
are meerc illuſions, and like himfelfe not worth a- 
ny thing. 

There be 4 ſorts of people, whom if you obſerne, 
you ſhall find not any ofthem to thriue, I haue al- 
wayes known them little betterthen beggers, and 
may eaſily be knowne by theſe names. A Concea- 
lex, of whom I haue ſpoken: vato whom is rightly 
ioyned a Promoeter, a Monopolitan, and an Alcu- 
miſt : The Promooter is both a begger and a knaze, 
and may,if well looked vnto, in the part of an 1s- 
former, (For many abuſes) by your informarion,ci- 
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ther be well puniſhed or reformed . Their Office, I 
confeſle, is neceſlarie: And yer itſeldome happe- 
neth, that an honeſt man is imployed therein : yet 
there is ſome hope, that by puniſhing theirabules, 
they may at the laſt bee made honeſt againſt their 
wils, In which imploymeat, you of the [uric (hall 
do well tovſe areſpeRiue diligence. 

As touchiug the Monopelitane , hee for the moſt 
part vſeth ata deare rateto pay forhis fooliſhnes: 
For ſome of that profeſſion , haue bene ſowile, to 
ſell eweartie, thirtie, or perhaps fortic pound landa 
yeare, and beſtow moſtpart ofthe money in pur- 
chaſing ofa Menopolie: Thereby to anoy and hinder 
the whole PublickeY7eale for his ownepriuat bene- 
fit: In which courſe he fo well thriucth, as that by 
toyling ſome ſhorr time, cither in S/arch, Vineger, 
or Aquazite, he doth in the end thereby purchaſe 
to himſelfe an abſolute beggerie, and for my owne 
part, their purpoſes and praQRtiſes conſidered, I can 
wiſh ynto them no better happineſle. 

But then our golden Foole the 4/curift,he will 
be ſtriving to make Gold and Siluer ,. vaxill he 
leaues himſelfe not worth a pennies weight in ci- 
ther of both. Iwillnot deny,but to vnderſtand the 
nature,quinteſſence,8 ſpirit ofthe Minerals,out of 
them toextrat a Metapbi(icall and P aracelſ,an man- 
ner of Phylicke, may according to art becommen- 
dable, but by the ftudie of Alcumic, ro defire to 
turne imperfe& mettals into Gold and Siluer,ſuch 
labour I account ridiculous: And oftentimes by 
thoſe of this Camicall Science is Fellony comitted: 

| For 
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For by any imperfetcommixture, to vie multipli- 
cation, cither in Gold or Siluer, is directly Fello- 
nie by Statute Law: you of the Turie are therefore 
tocnquire of ſuch offendors, and preſent them. 

Becauſe I muſt haſt vnto an end, I wil requeſt that 
you will carefully pur in execution the Statate ax 

ainſt /agarants: Since the making whereof, I haue 
Fund fewer theeues, and the Gaole leſle peſtered 
then before, 

The abuſe of Stage players, wherewith I find the 
Countrey much troubled, may caſily be reformed: 
They hauing no Commiſſion ts play in any place 
without leaue: And therefore, if by your wilt ing- 
neſle they be not entertained you may ſoone be rid 
of them, 

You are allo concerning I#nes and Alehouſes di- 
ligently to obſerue what the Statute Lowe determi» 
neth. As alſo to keep the orders ſer down by my be- 
norable predeceſſor, concerning which, there is now 
by the appointment of the Lords ofthe Connſel,cer- 
taine Briefesto be deliuered vnto all the 1uſtices in 
their ſeuerall Zymmits, And aſſuredly, it you ofthe 
Juzie, pettic (vn/tables,Chiefe Conſtables and luſtices 
of Peace, would together;labour that the Lawes 
carefully EnaZed for our good, might receiue a 
a due and iuſt execution, abuſes would then bee re- 
formed, God and our King faithfully ſerued and ho» 
nored. And the tranquillitie of our P ublicke weale 
preſeru:d: which ſo great happineſle, that it may 
the better be accompliſhed, I would requeſt, that _ 
all imployed in any place of authoritie,would haue 


an {peciall care to ſuppreſſethat root of cuill, from 
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whence all miſchiefs do proceed,and thar is /dlenes: 
For idle perſons are thoſe of whome the Palme 
ſpcaketh, They doe wickedly all the day long, they ma- 
gine wickeaneſſe _ their beds , the imaginations of 
therr hearts are emill continually, and (uch for the moſt 
part are all thoſe, giuen ouer to an idlediſpoſition: 
who by their wickednes do make themſelues worſe 
then beaſts: For, Homo malus infinitis mod: plura 
mal. perpetrauerit quam beſtia, an emils man by an mfi- 
wit manner committeth more eull then a beaſt. For the 
reformation of which dangerous eull : you ſhall do 
well to haue aneſpeciall cie vnto the company that 
frequent Taverns , Innes, Alehouſes , bewling allies, 
andſuch like thriftleſle places ot reſort, where you 
ſhall find Tradeſmen, and —_— , which haue 
no other meanes whereby to liue, then onely the 
lawfull vſc of their Science, or Manwall profeſsion, 
And yet ſuch is their vnthri'tic idleneſle , as they 
will ſpend their time and labors profit, at ſome, or 
all the places before recired : whi'e(t their wiues 
and children fitathowe and weepe, wanting necef- 
farie maintenance: Thoſe of ſuch condition, let 
them betnquiredof and preſented : For were the 
Juſticeof the Lawe righily executed vppon ſuch 
offendors ( they receiuing condigne puniſhment 
for their offence)would be inforced tobetake them 
ſelues vnto a berter courſe of life , and liue as be- 
cometh good Subieds in the liſt of a more com. 
mended obedience. 

'Of that idle company, you ſhall alſo finde ſome 


ofour accounted Gallants young Gentlemen , vp- 
ts, 
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ſtarts, perhaps honeſt yeomens ſonnes,that by their 
intemperate Ryote, loue to ſpendeheir inheritance 
before they come to inherit, and being queſtioned 
for their chargeable and expenſiue manner of li. 
uing,they will brauely anſwer that they ſpend no- 
thing but their owne : And will ſeeme as if they 
ſcorn'd to be reformed by admonition or authority. 
The law prouideth a courſe whereby to teach ſuch 
vain & idle rojoters ſoto ſpend, that they may keepe 
their own :For when by their miſdemenor all their 
owne is ſpent; Then rheir next courie is to live 
vpon the goods of others: and'then at laſt, fuch 
Gallants turnimg ftarke tneeues ,do make their laſt 
period at the Gallowes, reaping to themſelues , by 
an vntimely death,the fruit of 1dler.eſle. 

There is alſo a ſort of idle ſeeming Gentlemes, 
whem it you do obſerue, you ſhall find chem wal- 
king with agray-hound in aflip,or a birding peece 
vpon their necke , and they forſooth will make a 
path ouer the Statute Lawe, and into any mans 
Groundes , Lordſhippes, or Liberties , paſle and re- . 
paſle at their pleaſure: As if it were lawfull for e- 
ueric Fellow to keepe 4 Graze-hound,, and tohunt, 
when and where he liſteth, or as it a birding peece 
were noGuwnn e, and{onot includedin the Statute 
made againſt Guanes, 

But if you would finde out thoſe Fellowes, and 
preſent them, they ſhall be taught roknowe them. 
ſelues: And that the wiſedome of a Kingdomes ſlate, 
in the framing of a Statute Law, could not be delus 
ded by a vaine and ſhallow brain'd idlcneſlcottheic 
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ridiculous Foolery.Let them be therfore puniſhed 
whoſe miſdemenor in this caſc oftendeth. 

The betterto prevent the Ryotows expence of vn+ 
thriftic idleneſſe, you ſhall do well ro hauca ſpeci- 
all carevnto the Statute for Apparell,by the negleRt 
whereof too much abuſe is nouriſhed. 

As touching allthe abuſes l-ſt recited, haue gtear 
reſpe& to puniſh one abulc, in which all our idle 
Gallarts and diſordered diſolutes do deſire to ſwim, 
vntill themſclues,and their whole efate do linke,ia 
the Shymie dregs of Swinelike drunkennes,to drunkards 
therefore haue cfpeciall heed, you know the Lawe 
prouideth for their puniſomer,& were ſuch offenders 
duly preſented Indited, Fined,& imprifoned,they may 
by ſuch good meanes be in time haply refined from 
that contagions exill,cheir continuall amiſle, beeing 
continually with 7#ffice puniſhed, to the vtter ſup- 
preſfing of ſuch vild occaſion: From whence as fr6 
Hels mouth flames forth, Ryoats, murthers, man-ſlau+ 
ghters quarrels fightings, whoredemes, and preſumptu + 
Ons bla phemies il proceeding from that ſinke of ſn, 
in whoſe {ick healths is dronke the bodies Sarfiting, 
and the Sowles dammation. In this,as in all thereſt of 
the abuſes ſpecified,vſe your beſt indeauors fot the 
furtherance of a ſetled Reformation , according to 
the Layes eſtabliſhed: For you muſt know, that Vita 
&, vigor Iuris, 1n execucione con(iſtit , The life and 
ſtrength of the Laws ,conſiſteth in the execution of them: 
For 1n vaine ar iuſt lawes Inacted, if not iuſtly 
executed. 

And now my louing Connirey men, becauſe [ 
would thatall which I An ſpoken , may recciue 
a 
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a profitable remembrance. I will thus conclude, 
Similes and Compariſons doe beſt confirme our vn+ 
derſtanding :and do faſteſt cleaue vato the memo» 
riez my concluſion therefore, ſhall conſiſt ypon 
thisone Similitude, 

There was a certain man,who hauing a great ac+ 
count to make vnto a mightie King, made triall of 
his beſt Friends,that mig accompany him,in that 
dangerous iourney, and not forſake him vntill his 
account were made. This man vpon his Inquiſition 
found one friend that would go with hima great 
part of the way, but then forſake him. And that 
was his ( Riches.) Some other Friends he found 
that would goe with himynrcill he came in fight of 
the Kings pallace, but then they would alſo leaue 
him ang beare him company no further , all theſe 
Friends were his wife and children, that would 
follow him tohis graue. Butat laſt, hefound one 
Friend that would go with him into the preſence 
of the Kiwg, and not forſake him, vntill he had ſeene 
his account made, and for cuer beare the greateſt 
part with him, cither in woe, or happineſſe, and 
this Friend was his Conſcience; Deare Countrymen 
berwixt God and your (onſciences therefore , make 
your peace,for he is the King, vato whom all of vs 

muſt make a ſtrickt accountof all our ations done- 
This then conſidered , ſuch would beour care, as 
God and our King (ſhould be obeyed, andour peace 
in this life, andin the world to come preſer- 
ued, Vnto which eternall gracebe we = 
all in Jeſus Chriſt committed.
